NEW GOVERNMENT GRAIN BILL) 
WILL PROTECT SHIPPERS | 


The Bill Proposes to Establish a 
Grain Commission of Three, Large: ' 
ly on the Lines of the Railway) 
Commission, to Mave Full Control | 


of the Grain Trade—Will Have | 
Special Powers of 


Investigation. | 


Ottawa.—In the senate, on moving | 
the second reading of the bill respect- 
ing grain, Sir Richard Cartwright 
suid that the matter was one of great) 
importance and contained provisions | 
of an unusual character. The sub-! 
ject dealt with had been long and 
hotly discussed, especially in the 
west, where the farmers believed they 
had been badly dealt with by per- 
sons acting as middlemen between 
them and ultimate consumers, The 
question had been investigated by a 
commission, and had been dealt with 
by legislation in the form of the 
Manitoba Grain Act, which is being 
re-enacted with some new provisions. | 
Alter giving a week to complaints of 
delegations and others full considera- 
tion, the government had arrived at 
the decisions which are embodied in 
this bill, and which it is hoped will 


meet this case, and will result in 
Canadian grain retaining — the high 
standard which it has obtained in 


the markets of the world. 

Without committing himself as to 
the amount, Sir Richard said he had 
no doubt that the farmers have suf- 
fered considerable losses through the 
manipulations of grain at the termin- 
al elevators, and perhaps elsewhere, 
and, that these manipulations had 
more or less reduced the price that 
farmers would have otherwise obtain- 
ed for their grain. No one could 
dispute the desirability of maintain- 
ing the grain standards at a proper 
voint and of assuring farmers the 
hi hest prices for their product. 

Juring the past few years the Cana- 
dian Northwest had developed great 
prosperity, and the rest of Canada 
had benefited from it. Nothing could 
more conduce to the prosperity of the 
Northwest, and indeed of the whole 
of Canada, than that the farmers 
should be prosperous and contented. 

The bill proposed to establish a 
grain commission of three, largely on 
the lines of the railway commission, ; 
and to a considerable extent inde- 
pendent of the government, — This 
commission will have full control of 
the grain trade, and will have large 
discriminatory powers to determine 
what places shall be public elevators, 
and to take all possible precautions 
of insuring the purity of Canadian 
grain during its transmission to 
Europe. | 

The commissioners would be ap- 
pointed for terms of ten years, and 
would have to vacate their offices on 
reaching the age of 70 years. They 
would reside at Fort William or Port | 
Arthur. They would have special} 
powers of investigation and in extra- 
ordinary cases to shut up for a time 
elevators where they have reason to 
believe there should be improper 
rractices. In certain cases they will 
nave power to acquire, lease or con- 
struct elevators, which may be oper- 


ated by the government in case of 
need. The penalty clauses provide 
for the imposition of fines of from, 
$5,000 to $20,000, and of imprison- 
ment to two years. The commission 
will report to parliament annually, 
and may recommend any changes 


which they deem desirable. 


CENTRE OF BIG COAL INDUSTRY | 


Very Flattering Report On Coal from 
an Official of the 
Government 
Ottawa.—That Edmonton _ promises ! 
to be the evntre of a flourishing coal 
industry, inasmuch as coal seams | 
have been discovered in its vicinity 
which are capable of being worked 
economically and on a commercial 
scale, is the statement made in a re- 
port just issued by the geological | 
survey at work under Mr. D, B. Dow- 
ling. A total available tonnage of 
eighty million tons is the estimated 
extent of coal in the fourteen mile 
area which constitutes the Edmonton | 
field. | 
“All analyses show coal in the vi- 


cinity, to be of the lignite class, | 
which, although excellent fuel for 
domestic and power purposes, re- 


quires care in shipment and storage,” 
says the report. 

Storage under cover, however, pre- 
vents much waste, while experiments 
have shown that this coal used in gas 
producers of down draught type is) 
more economical for power produc- 
tion than the best grade under the 
steam boiler. 

The presence of fuel that can be} 
mined in the immediate vicinity of

IMMIGRATION POLICY RESULTS 
IN GETTING GOOD SETTLERS 


able Settlers, Superintendent of; 
Immigration Tells Committee on 
Agriculture and Colonization—Re- 
markable Increase in Homestead- 
ing and Land Sales. 


Ottawa.—W. D. Scott, superintend- 
ent of immigration, in giving his 
evidence before the comtnittee of agri- 
culture and colonization, laid stress 
upon the fact that the immigration, 
policy of the Dominion government 
was two-fold in character. First, to 
induce immigration of thoroughly de- 
sirable farmers, farm laborers and fe- 


male domestic servants from the 
United States, British Isles and cer- 
tain northern continental European 


countries, and secondly, to restrict, as 
far as possible, immigration of all un- 
desirables and all persons who are 
ikely to congest urban districts, and 
so bring about undesirable conditions 
existing in large centres of other | 
countries, through over-crowding and 
lack of employment. 

Mr. Scott pointed out that the or-| 
ders in council regarding indirect 
travel and possession of passports, to- 
gether with that calling for Asiaties 
to possess at least $200 upon arrival, 
had resulted in making it extremely 
difficult for southern and eastern 
Kuropeans and Asiatics to gain access | 
to the Dominion, while the regula- 
tion requiring immigrants of other 
classes to have $25 had resulted in 
only such persons arriving as were} 
well able to take care of themselves 
until such time as employment was

20. Memory Verses, 17-19—Golden

In our last lesson Elijah was com- 
missioned to anoint Elisha as prophet 
ir his stead. He found him plowing 
With the twelfth of twelve yoke ot 
oxen and cast his mantle upon him. 
Klisha bade farewell to his father and 
motier, prepared a feast for the peo- 
ple, cooking the flesh of a yoke of ox- 
en with the instruments of the oxen, 
thus burning the bridge behind him, 
and went afier Elijah and ministered 
unto him (chapter xix, 19-21), and we 
shall see a sequel to such whole 
heartedness in our next lesson. 

The story of chapter xx we shall 
have for a lesson on March 19; there- 
fore We pass it by for the present, and 
Klijah does not appear in it. 

In the le son of today we come to a 
story of the greatest possible cruel 
heartlessness on the part of Ahab and 
Jezebel, with a prediction of the 
}doom of each from the Lord through 
| Blijah, which was, like all the Lord's 
| predictions, literally fulfilled. 

A man called Naboth had a vine- 
yard hard the palace of Ahab, 
which the king coveted, as he said, 
for a garden of herbs because it was 
near his house. The king offered him 
the worth of it in money or a better 
| Vineyard in its stead, but Naboth re- 
;fused to let the king have it, saying, 
\The Lord forbid it me that I should 
‘give the inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee’ (verse 3). It is refreshing 
to meet a man who seeks no favors 
\from and has no fear of even a king. 
What a contrast to Naboth is this 
| despicable king, who, because he can- 
jnot have what he wants, goes home 
land to bed, turns away his face and 
will not ext! How  contenfptibly 
;small some great men are, and how 
{noble are some in lowly circum. 
stances. A vineyard makes me think 
jof the vine of John xv, and Naboth’s 
jclinging to the vineyard which was 
the inheyitance of his fathers is in 
|striking contrast to the readiness with 
}which many preachers and teachers 
{of today give up all that their fathers 
held dear concerning the true vine. 
;Muy we prove ourselves abiding 
|branches in the vine and jealously 
}guard the vineyard from all evil ones, 
jeven though it cost our life or our 
position to do this. 

‘Nhe garden of herbs for which the 
king said that he wanted the vineyard 
brings t mind the saying concerning 
evildoers and workers of iniquity in 
| Psalm xxxvii, 1-2, ‘They shall soon 
|be cut down Like the grass and wither 
;as_the green herb,” 

| In Jezebel we see those who, like 

Herodias, do not scruple to take off 
|the earth any one who happens to be 
jin their way, true children of the 
devil, who has the power of death 
}and was a murderer from the begin- 
ning (Heb. ii, 14; John viii, 44). “I 
will give thee the vineyard of Na- 
both and Jezreelite’ (verse 7) were 
|her words to’ Ahab, as if she owned 
it and Naboth, too, and could do as 
|she pleased. Her true lord and mas- 
jter the devil, once said to the Lord 
Jesus as he showed Him all the king- 
}doms of the world and the glory of 
|them, ‘‘All these things will I give 
thee if thou wilt fall down and wor- 
ship me” (Matt. iv, 8, 9). Because 
He would not worship him he pro- 
ceaded to kill Him, which he finally 


Jezebel proceeded forthwith to 
kill Naboth, which she did by means 
of two sons of Belial, who lied, like

Strange Origin and Improvement of 
Australian Merinos. 


C. E. W. Bean, of Sydney, has writ- 
jten in an Australian paper of the 
| great sheep industr;. His story is in 
part as follows :— 

| A century ago, when Australia was 
he dumping ground for England’s 
scum, a British fleet received from a 
(Spanish fleet @ present of merino 
sheep, at a time when to export me- 
tinos from Spain was a criminal ot- 
fence. The little flock reached Aus- 
tralia, and from it aie descended the 
hundred million meriaos which have 
made Australia great and wealthy, 
despite her small population. 

Vastly improved is the modern me- 
rino, for the original of 31-2 pounds 
tw a fleece has been raised to 12 
pounds, and there aie rams in Aus- 
tralia which shear 40 pounds. 
| Nowadays the good land near the 
coast is being given over to agricul- 
}ture, and the eep ure driven back 
|further into the desert. A terrible 
desert it is at times, where not one 
} green leaf can be see1, when the red 
{dust with which it is covered gets 
biown away—and only the bare hard 
bones ofthe earth are loft. Then sheep 
die by the million for want of the 
| smallest scrap of nourishment, and 
|ure sometimes killed hy the thousana 
because it is hopeless to expect to 
keep them alive. 

Then comes the rain, and as if by a 
tniracie the whole land is green again, 
the flocks increase out of all bounds, 
jand the men who have been nearly 
ruined, make new fortunes in a few 
years, That is happening now. From 
}1896 to 1903 occurred the biggest 
{drought known, and many station- 
{holders lost their all. Since then 
there has been a steady succession 
{of good seasons and the problem now 
is what to do with the enormous over- 
|plus of o:d ewes. Such are the vicis- 
| aitudes of that strange land, the oldest 
|part of the earth’s exposed surface. 
| Some of the great sheep runs cover 
a million acres, or about 1,560 square 
miles, Each run is divided into pad- 
{docks, which cover all Australia. The 
}average western paddock contains 100 
|square miles. If one fence is on the 
|horizon behind, the other is over the 
horizon ahead. You could walk tili 
|you died in that paddock without see- 
jing a fence. Lost men have before 
now found the fence and died along- 
side of it before it led them anywhere. 
| There may be a hut in each pad- 
|dock with a boundary rider—some- 
times two, living together. Every day 
except Sunday, the boundary rider is 
expected to be out in his paddock. 
About one day in two he may spot 
something l‘ke a line of posts, which 
is probabiy a iine of sheep in mirage 
on the horizon, Occasionally he cuts 
through a wing of them. He sees a 
man, or gets a mail, perhaps, once in 
turee weeks. And yet, the boundary 
men get to like the lonely life. 

Then, there is ‘the boss,” the lord 
of many acres, a man of strong char- 
acter and a liberal education, living a 
life not unlike that of an English 
country gentleman, in his remote 
home, but carrying on his work with 
the ability and keenness of a man 
who has been trained in business. 

The third body of men who live by 
the sheep industry are the shearers, 
who work through the country from 
north to south, making plenty of 
money, and /iving in a rough way on 
the fat of the land as they pass from 
one shed to the other. They are a 
class unlike any other. 


The Policeman's Dangerous Life. 


About one in every six London 
policeman is injured during the year. 

More than one thousand men were 
on the sick list from injuries received 
while on duty, and nearly seven 
jhundred more who were injured off 
|duty. Some of the cases were 80 
serious as to disable the men for a 
| week or more, and these amounted 
|to no fewer than 677. Besides these, 
| there were twice as many injured less 
| severely, who were not placed on the 
| sick list. 

The following examples show the 
| multiplicity of dangers to which the 
| police are exposed: 2,266 men were 
| assaulted or injured when making ar- 
rests; 102 bitten by dogs; 51 hurt by 
| persons not arrested; 17 injured while 
|dispersing disorderly crowds; 44 
| hurt, some very severely, when stop- 


|ping runaway horses; 21 injured 
| when assisting fallen or restive 
| horses; 25 kicked, trodden on, or 


| knocked down by horses; 31 injured 
(14 very severely) by vehicles when 
regulating traffic; and 28 were injur- 
ed when extinguishing fires. 

And a further large number suffer- 
ed injury by their horses falling or 
throwing them, by cyclists, while rid- 
ing their own bicycles, at fire drill, 
by slipping and falling when ex- 
amining premises, etc., 80 that the 
total of injuries while on duty for 
the year is brought up to 3,310,

"A ROMANTIC FARM, 


Sandwich Golf Club Has Bought the 
Prince Homestead. 
The town of Sandwich has long 


been distinguished as a place of beau- 


ty as well as for its historical inter- 
est, and one of the most lovely, as 
well as the most interesting spots in 
the vicinity has been secured 
the new golf and country club, in 


which many men from Windsor and . 


Detroit are interested. The Oak Ridge 
Golf Club was formed some ten years 
ago and had a nine-hole course on 
rented property below Sandwich, but 
as a long lease could not be obtained 
it was decided to give up this pro- 
perty and purchase grounds where 
permanent improvements might 
made with some confidence that such 
expenditure would not be wasted. 
With this in view an option was se- 
cured on fifty-six acres of the Park 
Farm, and a stock company was in- 
corporated and sufficient stock sub- 
scribed to purchase this property and 
provide funds to make a good start 
towards laying out a golf course and 
fitting up a clubhouse. The credit 
of originating this scheme and suc- 


| cussfully carrying it through is due 


to Mr. R. M. Morton, and sharehold-

having made such a good purchase, 
for in a few years this property will 
be worth double the money expended.

The coming of John Prince to 


Sandwich was an event in its history, | 


for he introduced foreign tastes and 
a flavor of the English gentleman of 
leisure. He had been a barrister in 
Gloucester, England, and came to 
Canada in search of change and sport. 
It mattered little to him where he 
settled, so long as game was abund- 
ant and the company congenial. 
These conditions being fulfilled in 
Sandwich, to Sandwich he came in 
1834, accompanied by his wife, three 
sons, five English servants, and a 
box of golden guineas so heavy two 
men were required to lift it. Two 
servants, man and wife, decided to 
try farming, so Prince looked about 
him, and fina!ly purchased a beauti- 
ful piece of rolling land directly 
behind Sandwich. He stocked the 


farm with thoroughbred cattle import: | 
ed from Engladn, built a house, and | 


placed his retainers on the land. The 
woman, however, was an expert cook, 
and, tiring of country life, she and 
her husband established themselves 
in a hotel in Sandwich, where for

James Bower, President of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, says 
that the reciprocity agreement if it 
yoes through, will mean the growth 
of the barley raising industry in 
Alberta. Hitherto no one has grown 
harley except for feed, for the simple 
reason that there has been no mar- 
kot, —now, a market is being created 
on the other side and barley raising 
will become a live industry in Alber- 
t}. This Provinee is particularly 
alapted for barley growing, so that 
this is an advantage which will be 
greatly felt. Mr Bower also thinks 
that the Tariff arrangement will be 
the means of further opening the 
American market to Alberta cattle 
nnd thus the cattle raising industry 
may be encouraged. 


Alberta will also be invaded this 
spring by a colony of Norwegians, 
whose representatives visited the 
province last fall, purchasing some 
350) acres in the irrigation block, 
northeast of Gleichen, on which 
they will begin operations, The

do0 Miles of Road 
Made in One Hour 


If the political loaders of this pro- 
vince would do sume real good for 
their fellows they might learn how 
by a perusal of the fullowing: 

A great piece of road building was 
completed in Ivuwa, when in the 
short space of one single hour a line 
of road 380 miles in length, and 
stretching entirely across the state 
of Iowa, was put in the most perfect 
condition of any road west of the 
Mississippi river. 

And not the least interesting thing 
in connection with the tremendous 
piece of work is the fact that not a 
man of the entire 10,000 engaged on 
the work received one cent of wages. 
Goodwill and patriotism are respon- 
sible for the splendid showing. 

Last winter tho Iowa ruads became 
so fearfully bad that traffic was 
practically killed, and farmers were 
compelled to remain in their homes. 
Finally, the matter became a politi- 
cal question and both parties got be- 
hind the movement. Governor 
Carroll called a good roads meeting 
at Des Moines early last March, and 
out of this meeting was evolved the 
plan of a river road, stretching from 
Council Bluffs on the Missouri river 
to Davenpert on the Mississippi, a 
distance of 380 miles straight across 
the state frum eust to weet. 

“Make the river to river road as 
nearly perfect as is possible to make 
just common dirt,’’ was the selec of 
the good ruads convention, 

Instead of appointing new com- 
tittees to handle the work, the reg- 
ular Republican and Demuoratic 
committees in each county thriugh 
which the road would pass were ap- 
pealed tv. The chairmen of the 
committees of each party were asked 
to get in the gameand work for the 
ruad. Everybody agreed to do so, 
and soon a rivalry was created le- 
tween Republicans and Demoncrats, 
each to see which party would have 
the moat workmen on the job. 

Saturday was selected as the day, 
and from nine o’clock to ten o'clock 
the hour of work. 

In the weeks preceeding the work 
all bridges and culverts along the 
road were repaired aud put in first 
class order, that no delay might 
come to the road builder. 

The result of the organization was 
shown. Shortly before nine o’clock 
in the morning farmers began get- 
ting out in the road. Hundreds 
and thousands of plows, picks, 
shovels, road drags and other im- 
plements mere brought along. 
Every farmer brought his team with 
him. Superintenilents and over- 
seers had been appoii.ted in readi-

CAN’T BE COUNTERFEITED. 


Bank of England Notes Defy Exact 
Reproduction. 


About 1819 a great outery was 
raised against the Bank of England 
for not adopting a style of note that 
could not be imitated, and at the 
same time preventing the sacrifice of 
life which at that period was com- 
mon, the punishment for forgery 
being death. The subject at last be- 
came so pressing that the Govern- 
ment appointed commissioners to 
investigate the cause of the 
ous forgeries, and whether a mode 
could be devised whereby the forg- 
ing of bank notes might be prevent- 
ed, 

Previous to this investigation the 


directors of the bank had been en. | 


deavoring to remedy ‘he evil, many 
plans having been submitted 
them, all of which they were obliged 
to reject, 

The bank placed before the com- 
missioners 180 different projects that 
had been recommended for adoption 
and seventy varieties of paper made 
by way of experiment. The result of 
all this labor was the bank note of 
to-day. 

The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and cannot be imitated exactly by 
counterfeiters, except at great ex- 
pense. The. combined thinness and 
strength of the paper are also unique. 
It is made in sheets large enough for 


two notes. Each note before it 138 
sized weighs about eighteen grains, 
and then if doubled, it is strong 


enough to suspend a weight of thirty. 
six pounds. 


The texture of the paper is also 
peculiar, It has a crisp feel, in- 
variably the same, and such that 


bank clerks of experience can readily 
detect forgeries by this test alone. 
Then the wire mark i :pressed in the 
making by a frame, costly to make 
and difficult to use, is practically 
inimitable, 

Each note has thin, rough edges, 
uncut, not to be produced by any 
mode of cutting paper that ig not 
devised ar nraaty for the purpose. 
The paper for printing is damped 
with water in the exhausted receiver 
of an air pump. 
plate printing is made of Frankfort 
black, which is composed of the char. 
couls of the tendrils and husks 
the German grape ground with lin- 
seed oil. This ink hes’ a peculiar and 
very deep shade of black. common 
bluck inks being tinied either with 
blue or brown,

(HOW ALIENS CREEP IN 


THOUSANDS OF FOREIGNERS 


Return Excursion Tickets Are One of 
the Popular Methods of Getfing 
Past the Officiais — Second-Class 
Passengers Are Exempt From In- 
spection and Many Cross Channel 
In That Way. 


Whatever may be the legislative 
‘outcome of the amazing siege at Step- 
ney, there is no fet that at 
|present our immigration laws are 
| more ineffective than those of any 
‘other country in the world, says a 
London paper, Any alien with the 
brains of a rabbit, however black his 
history or blighted his hea.th, can | 
eusily enter England against the will 
of the authorities, and can, in fact, 
snap his fingers at them. } 
The latest method of evading the ) 
Aliens Act is to come to this country 
| with the return half of an excursion 
ticket, which can always be purchas- 
}ed on the continent or obtained by 
post from London or from a confeder- 
ate who has used the other half. Not 
long ago a Frenchman well-known 
{in Leicester Square, thinking it poli- 
tic to leave his usual haunts for a 
short time, went to Paris by a day 
excursion. While there he gave the 
return half of his ticket to an old 
comrade in crime, who with it came | 
to London, giving a false name and 
address to the purser a; he crossed 
the chunnel, 

But there are many other dodges 
for evading th») Aliens Act. One 
which resuits in hundreds of ‘‘unde- 


| sirables” entering this country is 
systematically practised on some 
steainers. It is keeping the number 


on a ship just below the limit allow- 
ed for exemption from inspection, , 
Originally a steamer which cari d 
| fewer than twenty steerage passen- 
gers was not, for the purposes of the 
uet an immierant ship, and was not, 
therefore, liable to inspection. Then 
the number of third-ciass passeng-r- 
| allowed for exemption was reduced 
! to twelve, and now it is again twenty. 
Mark how matters have been adjust: ; 
{ed accordingly. Some captains used 
regularly to bring over seventeen or | 
eighteen third-class passengers, then 
nine or ten, and at present they are 
| back again to the old number, ex- 
cept when they cut things very fine 
and arrive in the Thames with nine- 
teen. 

It is not uncommon for the aliens 
| thus ‘scraped through” to include at 
least one who has been refused leave 
to land. He or she previously came 
to Englund in an immigrant ship, 
and was turned back owing to lack 
of means or for some other reason. 
No fewer than four rejected aliens 
were about a year ago dumped in a 
| batch at Hull from a (technically) 
non-immigrant steamer, 

The same steamers bring over many 
“undesirables’ as second-class pas- 
eengers, and thus defeat the object of 
| the Aliens Act in another way. No 
sooner were second-class passengers 
exempted from inspection than such 
| companies lowered their second-class 

fares till they were on!y a little higher 
than the steerage fares, and ever sisce 
| many immigrants unabie to pass in- 

@pection, as well us not a few of thos- 
| refused permission to land, have tri- 
umphed over the authorities by com 
ing to England in the intermediate 
class. 

Shipping agents in continental ports 
also Bava many tricks whereby they 
| dump “undesirables” on us. About 
eighteen months since, for instance, 
some of those at Bremen kept in 
stock letters of invitation written by 
people in this country. These they 
supplied — for a consideration — to 
| aliens for showing to the inspectors 
when they reached England as con- 
clusive proofs that there was not the 
remotest chance of their becoming 
burdens on John Bull. 

A moderately wideawake immig: ant, 
however, requires no assistance to en- 
able him to enter England without 
| even a “By your leave.’’ What is to 
| prevent him from shipping a8 a cu te- 
man or sailor and landing at one of 
our ports as such? Nothing. As a 
fact, this game is played on us thou- 
sands of times every year. Out of the 
total number of cattlemen who arriv- 

in this country in 1909 no fewer 


tle ships. Some may have left us or- 
dinary passengers, but the majority 
doubtless remained in Eng'and. Whe- 
ther they are likely to become good 
citizens may be gauged from the facy 
that thousands of cattlemen who have 
landed in this country have straight- 
way sought the hospitality of the cas- 
ual ward. 

The ranks of Chinese residents in 
this country are steadily recruited in| 
the same way. late years many 
“sailors” from the Celestia! empire 
have meriied English girls and set- 
tled in our large ports, particu'arly 
Liverpool, where laundries ‘‘run” by 
their compatriots absorb some of 
them. Six or seven years ago an 
attempt was made to establish Chi- 
nese laundries in London, with the 
result that the promoters got such a 
fright from hostile crowds that the 
| enterprise faded away. But in Liver- 
pool, Birkenhead, and the Wa'lavey 
district there are many such ‘aun- 
dries, and a few have recently been 
{ opened in towns so far inland as 
Stockport. 

They compete strenuous'y, not only 
| against our native laundries, but 

ainst one another, One described 
himself as a “Christian Chinaman,” 
and his rival in the same street, bo'd-| 
ly announced, ‘Me no religion; me 
wash clothes!” 

Still more undesirable immigrants 
work w passage to this country. One 
of the men responsible for the twen- 
| ty-five or twenty-six casualties at Tot- 
fenham undoubtedly came to England 
as a firernan on a steamer, and prob- 
| ably the other desperado evaded the 
| Aliens Act in a precisely similar man- 
ner. Both, at all events, were nom-/| 
inally sailors when they landed.

Dinners Served In the Banquet Halle 
of Our Anglo-Saxon Ancestors. 


Many of the favorite dishes of to- 
day have descended from the middie 
ages. Macaroons have been served as 
dessert since the days of Chaucer, 
Griddle cakes have come down to us 
from far-away Britons of Wales, while 
boys have lunched on gingerbread, 
and girls on Bree and jellies since 
the time of Edward II., more than 
00 years ago. 

During the latter part of the middle 
ages the most conspicuous object on 
the table was the salt cellar, This was 
generally of silva, in the form of a 
ship, It was placed in the centre of 
the table at which the household gath- 
ered, my lord and lady, their family 
and guests being at one end, and 
their retainers and servants at the 
other. So one’s position in regard to 
the salt was a test of rank, the 
folks sitting ‘‘above the salt’ 
the daca hag below it. 

A thousand years ago, when dinner 
was ready to be served in the banquet 
hall of one of our Anglo-Saxon fore- 
fathers, the first thing brought in was 
the table. Movable trestles was 
brought, on which were placed boarda, 
and all were carried away again at 
the close of the meal. Upon this was 
laid the tablecloth. 

The food of the early Anglo-Saxon 
was mainly bread, baked in round, 
flat cakes. Milk, butter and cheese 
were also euten. The principe meat 
was bacon, as the acorn forests, which 
th... covered a large part of Ergland, 
supported numerous dro<cs of swine. 

Each guest was furnished with a 
spoon, while his knife he always car- 
ried in his belt. As for forks, who 
dreamed of them, when nature had 
given man 10 fingers? Roasted meat 
was served on the spit or rod on 
which it was cooked, and the guest cut 
or tore off a piece to suit himself. 
Boiled meat was laid on the cakes of 
bread, or, later, on thick slices of 
bread, called ‘‘trenchers,” from a

Festival of Empire. 


A model farm, with its stock of cat- 
tle, sheep, pigs and poultry, and its 
{out put of dairy produce, will be one 
| of the leading features at the Festival 
of Empire at the Crystal Palace, Lon- 
; don, this year, This is only one part 
‘of the “Small Holdings and Country 

Life” exhibition. At ‘east eight acres 
| of land will be covered b, an ‘‘Agri- 
‘cultural Village” and “Small Hold- 
| ings’ colony, with its houses, shops 
‘and stores, milk station and egg col- 
lecting depot. 

Nothing of the kind has ever been 
; attempted on such a scale before. The 
| various agricultural shows, such as 
| the Royal and the Bath and West, 
; and the County Societies offer attrac- 
tive prizes for the best breed of live 
stock in catalogued departments, and 
for expert dairying and butter and 
; cheese making, but no show ground 
| in Great Britain has ever yet contain- 
ed a model farm where the occupier 
| may be found tending the stock he 
| has for market, feeding his bullocks, 
dairying his poultry plump and come- 
ly, gathering his eggs and garnering 
| his corn, 

The picture conjures up a vision of 
; rural England, of the happy home- 
stead in the fertile West Country, 
where the red rubies grazing amid 
peaceful surroundings are disturbed 
ever and anon by the fitful passage 
of the antlered wanderers on Exmoor. 
But, strange as it may seem, the rural 
| landscape is to be transferred to 
London, and set in the very midst of 
its teeming population of toiling mil- 
lions. It will be a practical demon- 
stration of the “Back to the Land” 
lery. There are thousands of men 
aimlessly walking the streets of Lon- 
don todlay who would have remained 
in the country if agricultural pursuits 
had only been made sufficiently allur- 
ing. 
humdrum life of the 
stifled the ambition of many a sturdy 
yeoman who is found today in the 
ranks of the unemployed. It is fitting, 
therefore, in coronation year, 
the glories of Empire are to be brought 
prominently before the citizen 
the world’s leading industry should 
play a prominent part.

' GANANOQUE MAN HAS HIGH 
REPUTATION IN AMERICA. 


Charles Macdonald, Who Now Sits 
on the Quebec Bridge Commission, 
Is of United Enipire Loyalist

Training on the Grand Trunk—Is 
Commodore of Yacht Club at 74. 


Mr. Charles Macdonald, Ganano- 
que’s distinguished son, who was re. 
cently appointed by the Canadian

was born at Gananoque cn January
